When field hockey was voted an Olympic sport 
in 1978, the United States began a highly com- 
petitive program, the effects of which have 
gradually filtered down through the college di- 
visional hierarchy. 

The SSC team had its first taste of this new 
brand of hockey this year under head coach 
Karen Weaver. 

“The new emphasis in hockey is on the 
small game, working in two’s and three’s as 
opposed to 11 on 11,” explained Weaver. 
“When you walk out on that field now, you're 
not a sweeper, link or goalie but a hockey 
player,”’ said Weaver. 

The only senior on the ‘82 team, Bonnie 
Maddox, noted a tremendous change in the 
level of play. “It’s a whole new qame out there 
this year,” said the SSC goalkeeper, Maddox 
explained that the SSC game worked more 
smoothly because of the added emphasis on 
short passes. As a result, the whole team works 
together to get the ball down the field. As 
guardian of the cage, Maddox also draws from 
the coach’s personal expertise, as Weaver was 
an all-American goalie at Lock Haven State 
College. ‘‘All my other coaches showed me how 
to play my position,” commented Maddox, 
“but coach Weaver taught me why.” 

Margie Medes, an all-American attack player 
for the Gulls, is a strong believer in the new sys- 
tem. “I’ve been to camp every summer, some- 
times twice, for the past eight years, ’’ said 
Medes. ‘“‘And when | came to SSC’s preseason 
practice this year, | was in awe. . .she (Weaver) 
knew everything.”
